- INTO TURMOIL 


Whole City Echoes With 
Explosions in Wild 
Nazi Outburst 


VIENNA, Jan. 11—Two Nazis 
were killed, several wounded and 
more than 500 clapped into jail in 
a nation-wide outburst of anti- 
government demonstrations yester- 
day, the most alarming since Chan- 
cellor Engelbert Doillfuss outlaw- 
ed the Nazi party last June. 

For the first time since the be- 
ginning of Nazi agitation in Aus- 
tria, the whole city of Vienna echo- 
ed. last night with bomb explosions. 
One bomb damaged the city railway 
station near the historic Schoen- 
brunn palace and held up traffic for 
half an hour, 

At the same time the whole third 
district of Vienna was darkened by 
the wrecking of an electric trans- 
former. 


SOCIALISTS BLAMED 

The spread of German nazi-ism 
to Austria, rigidly opposed by Chan- 
cellor Dollfuss and his chief mili- 
tary backing, the Austrian Heim- 
wehr, was at the bottom of the 
trouble. But last night's disturb- 
ances involved also bitter political 
feeling over the Heimwehr’s deter- 
mination to oust Socialists as well 
as Nazis from the country.

Shoemakers have 
a set attached to their alsts, tailors 
to their sewing machines, soldiers to 
their rifles, chauffeurs to the spark- 
plugs in their machines, all for luck, 
and street-sweepers to their brooms. 

The beads might help them to 
scoop up a stray hundred dollar bill 
or so some day. It never happened 
yet. But you never can tell. 

My guide here in Mughla, an in- 
telligent young fellah, who boasts 
he read a copy of the “Vie Parisi- 
enne” once, that’s the French “Po- 
lice Gazette” plus, strung a set of 
beads around the neck of the mule 
on which I am to parade out into 
the country this afternoon.

THE ONLY SOLUTION 

The Alberta Federation of Labor endorsed a 
strongly-worded resolution urging the Provin- 
cial and Dominion Governments to launch a 
construction, 


program of public works as a 
means of giving work for wages to unemployed 
men. The resolution was adopted to the ac- 
companiment of a chorus of condemnation of 
the present dole system and relief camp varia- 
tion as being “‘a disgrace to civilization.” 

Both the resolution and the criticism of “di- 
rect relief” are in line with the proposals agreed 
to by the four western Premiers at their confer- 
ence in Victoria; with petitions and pro‘ests 
forwarded by the city council of Edmonton and 
the councils of other cities and towns; and with 
expressions of opinion from business organiza- 
tions and citizens in every walk of life 

There has never been a public question on 
which opinion in Alberta and throughout west- 
ern Canada was so nearly unanimous as it now 
is on the question of abandoning the dole and 
replacing it by a policy of public works con- 
struction. “Direct relief’ hasn't a champion 
left. It is condemned alike by those who re- 
ceive the relief*and by those who provide it. 
The condemnation ranges all the way from the 
economic uselessness of the dole to the demor- 
alizing influence thrust upon those who are 
forced to accept it. 

The one way to deal with unemployment is 
to provide the unemployed man with a job and 
pay him a living wage for his work. The people 
of Alberta, and of western Canada, are con- 
vinced of that. 


WHAT PRICE MONEY? 

How much public works construction can be 
undertaken, depends of course on what interest 
must be paid for the necessary money. The Ed- 
monton city council says, with obvious truth and 
the entire agreement of the taxpayers, that any 
construction schedule of magnitude is simply 
out of the question if the city must pay 5 or 6 
per cent for the money. There is no room to 
doubt that. 

What goes for Edmonton goes also for the 
other cities in this and the other western prov- 
inces, and for the provincial governments as 
well. Municipalities and provinces alike are 
hard put to it at present to meet running ex- 
penses and take care of their existing debt 
obligations. They cannot do that, and also 
undertake the spending of more borrowed mil- 
lions upon which they must pay as high or still 
higher rates of interest. 

Nor is the Dominion in any position to help 
with a construction program of its own if it 
Must pay, as it is now paying, from 4 to 5 per 
cent for new money, and go on paying the 
present rates on its present outstanding bonds. 
Last year $138,000,000 of Dominion money had 
to go to meet interest on the public debt. Ottawa 
reports are that a deficit of $150,000,000 may 
be expected when the budget is brought down 
a few weeks hence, Taxation has reached the 
limit for people in ordinary circumstances. 

Ottawa will have to find some way to lighten 
its present interest load, and some way to get 
cheaper money for new investment, if it is to 
undertake any construction program adequate 
to the situation. 


HOW GET THE FUNDS? 

Premier Bennett, speaking Tuesday evening 
to the Vancouver Board of Trade, said he was 
not unfavorable to an extensive construction 
program, but first he wanted to know where 
the money is to come from. An entirely rea- 
sonable proposition, with which the taxpayers 
can agree, They, too, want to know where the 
money is to come from, and they do not want 
it to come from the usual source—bonds carry- 
ing the past and present high rates of interest. 
They cannot afford that, and know it quite as 
well as Mr. Bennett does. 

Hon. H. H. Stevens, speaking in Edmonton 
recently, suggested one way in which the 
money can be secured. “Interest rates,” he 
said, “must be drastically reduced.” ‘The 
Minister was dealing with interest rates on 
private loans, but the zmaxim applies equally 
to public borrowings. On these, too, the in- 
terest rates must come down, “drastically,” if 
there is to be an opportunity for the spending 
of fresh capital in public works construction 
on any extensive scale, 

The easiest, fairest and most beneficial way 
to “reduce” the rates on our outstanding bonds 
is to abolish the interest by paying off the 
bonds. Let the Government of Canada call in 
federal, provincial and municipal bonds as 
these become callable, pay the holders one 
hundred cents on the dollar of legal 
money, secured by a sinking fund, and the tax- 
payers will be saved eventually one million

dollars a day in interest charges, the sum they 
are now paying. 

That $360,000,000 a year would go a long 
way to supply the needed capital for a con- 
program extensive enough to break 
the back of the unemployment difficulty. And 
the capital money handed back to the bond- 
holders and released for investment would do 
the rest.

The present Government of Canada will not 
do that. It clings unshakeably to the tradition 
that the country cannot be safe and sound un- 
less the public pay interest to somebody for 
the privilege of using the public credit to con- 
struct public works. Then why not cut down 
the rate of pay in keeping with present con- 
ditions? 

The wages of Labor in Canada have been 
slashed fifty per cent. or more, on the average, 
during the last three years. The wages of 
money have not been reduced, except in a very 
moderate way and to a very limited extent in 
the financing operations of the Dominion. 
The provinces and the cities are paying more 
now than they had to pay when their taxpayers 
were better able to pay. Why not cut the wages 
of money as the wages of labor have been cut? 

That can be done without departing one de- 
gree from the strict tenets of orthodox finance 
and sound money. Great Britain has done it; 
why not Canada? If the Dominion would 
undertake a general re-financing scheme, 
applying this to federal, provincial and mu- 
nicipal bond issues, the saving in interest would 
put the Dominion, the provinces and the cities 
in position to finance a construction plan ex- 
tensive enough to abolish the need for any 
more than the normal amount of unemploy- 
ment “relief.” 

Canada should re-finance its outstanding 
bond issues on a basis of 24% per cent, provincial 
issues at 3 per cent, and municipal issues at 
3'2 per cent; as maximum. If that were done 
the Dominion, the provinces and the cities 
could borrow fresh capital at the lower rates 
in amounts sufficient to set the bulk of our 
idle men at work and free the country of the 
deadly drain of the dole. 

This is something that can be done. It is 
entirely practicable. There is nothing “radical” 
about it. The best authority in the world is 
behind it; the Government of Great Britain. 
It can be done without the slightest variation 
from the “sound banking practice” upon which 
our present financial policy is based. If a na- 
tional construction program is not launched, 
and the dole abolished, that will not be be- 
cause the money cannot be secured and 
secured in the strictly orthodox way.

“The man who opposes titles—if those 
titles are properly awarded—is a plain fool. 
Money as a reward for great social and 
humanitarian services that transcend mate- 
rial things is a vain and stupid reward. 

“Only some label of distinction, based 
on the highest and finest idealism, can do 
full justice to the loftiest works of man. 
Financial rewards recompense the accom- 
plishments of body and mind. Only the 
accolade can truly symbolize nobility of 
the spirit. 

“Opposition to titles is hypocritical be- 
cause everyone, in his heart, would like to 
wear one. Indeed the man who does not 
secretly covet a title is a man in whom 
divine unrest and divine idealism are dead, 


etc., etc. 
This is how in an adjoining column, The 
Sun's columnist, Bob Bouchette, vents his 


French-Canadian wit and satire on the title 
hunters, in an imaginary radio-gram to Can- 
ada’s Premier (sent dead-head of course): 
“R. B. Bennett,

“ T see that Mackenzie King starts New 
Year right by liberally kicking you in seat 
of outsize pants for putting Canadians back 
in running for tinpot titles.

The most interesting thing in the world to 
you is yourself. This is the reason that when 
you look at snapshots you always search first 
for the one of your own face. You do not need 
to be ashamed of this as all it means is that 
you are a perfectly normal human being. 

Of course, what you want 
to know more than anything 
else about yourself is how to 
live long and healthfully and 
how to remain as young as 
possible each day throughout 
the rest of your life. Science 
now tells us that you can live 
ten years longer than you 
would otherwise if you will 
begin soon enough to live in 
the right way. Through 
right habits of living you will

build good health and will also remain youthful 
and vigorous. I strongly believe, that no mat- 
ter how old you may expect to live, you can 
in every case prolong this time by right liv- 


ing. Furthermore, right living prevents the 
development of those degenerative diseases 
which lie in wait for the person of middle age 
and cut short his life. Among those diseases 
are hardening of the arteries, apoplexy, heart 
disease, diabetes, cancer and kidney trouble. 

It is said that if you wish to live to a good 
old age, it is important to choose parents who 
lived beyond the average. However, I have 
seen hundreds of patients who came from 
short-lived parents who were able to add 10 
to 20 years to their own lives through right 
diet, exercise and other helpful measures. They 
not only became more strong and active, but 
were able to out-live their brothers and sisters. 
More important than how long your parents 
lived, is how you live. 

I have before me some figures which will 
tell you about how much longer you may ex- 
pect to live. As I believe you will find them 
extremely interesting, I am going to tell you 
some of them. To begin with, if you are an 
average person, you may expect to live to about 
the age of 61. A surprising bit of information 
is that a woman generally lives from 2 to 4 


years longer than the average man. The average i 


lifetime is being made longer, due to the fact 
that we are learning how, to use better dict, 
how to take better care of our children and how 
to cure many of the diseases which killed off 
our forefathers before they got fairly started 
in the race of life. Only one hundred and fifty 
years ago in America, the average person lived 
35 years. If you will compare that with the 
average of 61 years of today you will find 
you may expect 26 years more of existence 
than you could rightfully expect had you been 
born earlier. 

Even now the average length of life in India 
and China runs around 30 years. While this 
figure is much lower than the length of time 
you may expect to live, it is an improvement 
over the life period of the ancient Roman, who 
only lived to be about 18. Probably the worst 
risk of all was the cave-man who lived a very 
short life and who was regarded as an old, old 
man if he survived to reach 25. 

3ecause we have been able to improve the 
average length of life there is little reason to 
believe that we have raised it as much as we 
may hope to do, I am sure that the average 
lifetime could be made to reach 70 years if 
everyone would only put into practice what we 
already know about health and diet. There is 
not the slightest doubt that each one of you can 
live to enjoy those extra years for which you 
long. One of the most famous examples of how 
a man was able to prolong his life is of Cornaro, 
who was given up to die when in his forties, 
who changed his way of living and on his one- 
hundredth birthday published his book on how 
to live to be one hundred. 

One of the factors which will help you to 
live long is to be married as figures show that 
married people live longer than those who are 
single. If you will consider the case of a mar- 
ried man at the age of 25, you will find that 
he may be expected to live five years longer 
than a bachelor of the same age. Whatever 
oyu may think of married life, if you want 
to live long, the best plan is to get married.

On This Date 


— A Day in Canadian History —

On this date every year, ex- 
cept when the 11th falls on a 
Sunday, the law courts of Eng- 
land, and of Ontario at Osgoode 
Hall (and possibly in other 
cities) begin what is known as 
Hilary term. 

Just why this particular saint 
should have been so honored I 
do not know—he was appar- 
ently never connected with the 
law; possibly it is because his 
feast day, January 13, is a con- 
venient time after New Year's 
for the judges to resume busi- 
ness, 

In the English Inns of Court, 
Hilary is one of the four dining 
terms, for be it known the law 
students there must eat a 
specified number of dinners, 
before they tackle their final 
examinations. The legal Hil- 
ary term lasts only until Jan- 
uary 31, but at Oxford uni- 
versity the mame covers the 
whole term from January 14 
to the Sunday preceding Palm 
Sunday. In Ontario the Law 
School of the Upper Canada 


Law Society designates its first 
term of the year as Hilary term 
as do some of the universities, 
including Trinity and Lennox- 
ville. 
| Bishop Hilary was among 
the early bishops who did not 
pass through the diaconate and 
priesthood. He was popular 
with the people of Poitiers, but 
was banished to Phrygia by the 


Emperor Constantine, which 
gave him opportunity to enrich 
Christian liturgy by several 


hymns and many treatises in 
defence of the doctrine of the 
Trinity. He was not declared 
a doctor of the church until 
1851, although he died January 
13, 368. The church and village 
of S. Hilary in Cornwall are 
named after him, while in our 
own country his name is per- 
petuated in St. Hilaire, in Rou- 
ville county, south of Montreal, 
St. Hilaire de Dorset in 
Beauce county, south of Que- 
bec, and in St. Hilaire, Mad- 
awaska county, New Bruns- 
wick.

Editor Bulletin: Respecting 
your timely and commendable 
editorial event: Hospitaliza- 
of indigents, I beg to advance a 
few suggestions. 

In order to correct an error 
of inference, Alberta has one 
of the best regulated hospitals 
on the American continent. Its 
equipment, service, operation, 
kindness and general treatment 
are unexcelled, and do credit 
to those responsible.

In order to maintain that, 
revenue must be got. Indigents 
are not, and do not, remain in 
the destitute class by choice. 
They are victims of an obselete 
system, that needs adjusting, 
and despite our whims and 
theories of a future society, 
sickness remains the one great 
democracy, and should be

treated with governmental 
surveillance, without the inter- 
ference of sect or party. To re- 
store a sick person to health, 
brings a debt of gratitude even 
from a moron; and commands 
respect from the jungle brute. 

From remote times there 
have been places of asylum, 
and places of cure, but the 
methods and _ developments 
have been so evolutionary that 
each epoch of existence has 
brought its own system of sup- 
port. 

I submit the best source from 
which a sound consistent rev- 
enue can be drawn, is a pop- 
ular nominal individual levy. 
Quarterly or annual, and com- 
pulsory. A central provincial 
fund could be created, and ad- 
ministered—not through mu- 
nicipalities, churches, or social 
contacts, but bulked and dis- 
bursed through a district sys- 
tem. That would eliminate dis- 
crimination, would alleviate 
unfortunate cataclysmic sec- 
tions, would be able to main- 
tain individual prestige, would 
abolish sectarian repugnance, 
would guarantee hospitaliza- 
tion to every individual, with- 
Out worry or stigma, and would 
sustain the integrity of the hos- 
pital profession. Ages from 16 
to 60 would be applicable, with 
exemptions for disabilities, 

Work of a public nature 
could be created to pay off the 
hospital levy, and there need 
be no bankrupt hospital or 
sick persons without treatment, 

I have been associated with 
the Labor movement for 35 
years, and it is gratifying to see 
every one within Labor’s 
ranks combatting the problem 
from a rational standpoint, to 
stabilize and support real hos- 
pital democracy as a national 
necessity.

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Dollar Slavery Or 
Human Freedom

Keeping billions of dollars of public debt eating out the pro- 
ductive powers of the nation through increasing demands for 
principal and interest and refinancing charges, means and neces- 
sarily involves holding the rank and file of the Canadian popula- 
tion in dollar slavery. This is a real and dangerous truth. 


None of the things which should be done to put our people 
back to work on a fair basis of earning power can be done, 
because in the judgment of the Ottawa Government the payment 
of principal and interest comes first and feeding and clothing the 
people comes second, 

The tying up of billions pf dollars of Canadian money in 
frozen bonds is a most sowertel creator of unemployment, because 
money which should be working in productive enterprises is kept 
immovably and uselessly tied up in bonds. 

The remedy is to issue Canadian Government money secured 
for retirement by an adequate sinking fund and wipe out the 
interest which is smothering all the human instincts of our gov- 
ernment. 

This is no dream: It is an absolute pressing necessity if a 
turning over of the nation to the despotic forces of Socialism is to 
be avoided. , 

Considering a similar money question in the United States, Mr. 
Arthur Brisbane, most widely read of all American writers, 
tecently said: 

With 10,000 million dollars of financing ahead of him in 
the next few months you need not envy Secretary Mor- 
genthau’s job. 

Following tradition, the government presumably will bor- 
row its own home-made money from its own financial 
institutions and insist on paying interest. It will be necessary, 
presumably, to sell new bonds and refinance old bonds to the 
amount of all those billions. 

It could be done simply by issuing nice, new, good govern- 
ment currency, paying no interest, instead of issuing bonds 
and paying interest. 

The government's signature and its promise to pay on a 
piece of green paper without interest would be as good as 
its promise to pay on a piece of yellow paper with interest. 
Better, in fact, for having no interest would make the govern- 
ment's liability less and its credit better, when the govern- 
ment needs one billion or ten billions, it could print the 
money, pay the bills, call in its bonds, pay for them and not 
let itself ‘be disturbed by the pitiful cry “inflation.” 

Any government that hasn't sufficient strength of char- 
acter to keep from going to ruin through inflation would go 
to ruin anyhow. 

Month has followed month into years and the life forces of 
the Canadian people have continued to be sapped in physical 
force and lowered in mental confidence by the government policy 
of paying interest first; and considering the needs of the people 
second. In the result the needs of the people are pitilessly under- 
estimated and wretchedly evaded. The increasing strength of 
Socialism is the answer; as witness the Socialist vote in the recent 
British Columbia election. 

No one has any doubt about what the Socialist will do to all 
debts, public and private, once a Socialist Government gains 
power; and that gaining of power is absolutely certain and only 
a matter of months unless Ottawa takes the only step which can 
be effective and removes the burden of interest on public debt. 
Whether we like it or not, there is absolute certainty that unless 
relief is given by an orderly process of government the Socialists 
will come in and wipe out all public debt absolutetly; and will 
leave no system for enforcing payment of private debts. 

The attitude of the vast majority of our Canadian people 
towards the financial doctrines taught by our politicians and 
bankers has definitely changed to hostile unbelief. The public is 
no longer influenced by the twaddle about bonds being kept in 
existence as a provision for widows and orphans. It has become 
plain beyond question that the politicians and bankers and 
brokers ride fatly and carefree in private cars and expertly 
chauffeured motors, while the widows and orphans wait in line 
at relief stations and subsist drearily and hopelessly on insuffi- 
cient food and clothing. 

It has gotten away past a nation not being able to exist half 


slave and half free. We are attempting the impossible when we | 


try to hold up three per cent of dollar princes on a base of ninety- 
seven per cent dollar slaves. Unless we remedy this condition 
peaceably the Socialists will soon do it for us forcibly and our 
dollar princes will have nothing left. This is the impelling reason 
for an immediate general eleetion.

A delega-| 
tion of milk producers presented 
their views at Wednesday's meet- 
ing. 

OBJECTED TO “RAW” 

Opening rounds in the milk bat- 
tle were fought some time ago when 
the Edmonton and District Milk 
Producers’ Association objected to 
unpasteurized milk being called 
“raw.” The organization suggested | 
the use of the term “natural milk.” 

On the other hand, it was claim- 
ed by some members of the board 
that if persons distributing unpas- 
teurized milk were allowed the use 
of the term “natural” there was an| 
inference that the pasteurized pro-| 
duct was “unnatural.” 

The original regulations, drafted | 
by Dr. R. B. Jenins, medical health} 
officer, and based on a system used | 
in the United States, provided for, 
grades A, B, C and D for pasteur- 
ized milk, and the same grades for! 
the unpasteurized product. Each) 
kind of milk would be classified un- 
der its own grades, which would} 
eliminate any discrimination which 
might exist when both kinds were 
classified under the same grades.

TO EDUCATION 


Fear that the increasing tendency | 


of many modern governments to 
impose restrictions on educational 
institutions and to curtail freedom | 
of thought 
threat to all forms of freedom and | 
to civilization’s existence, was ex- 
pressed by J. Fisher, lecturer in 
English at the University of Al- 
berta in addressing the institution's 
Philosophical Society on Wednes- 
day evening. 

Mr. Fisher outlined the develop- 
ment of the university system from 
its beginnings to the highly special- 
ized and organized body it is today. 
He stressed its cosmopolitan, or in- 
ternational origin, as it had grown 
up in a world unified by a com- 
mon church and in educational mat- 
ters at least, by a common language.

Stern Government Inter- 
vention Has Bearing 
Upon Farmers, Dairies, | 
Independents, Who Now 
Mediate. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 11.—The Chicago 
milk strike was ended yesterday, as 
the United States government mov- 
ed toward = stern = intervention 


against interference with interstate 
shipments and with the United 
States mails. 

Settlement of the strike was in 
the form of a truce signed by rep- 
resentatives of the farmers, the big 
Chicago dairies, and even the inde- 
pendent dairies, which in the past 
have refused to guarantee any mini- 
mum price to producers 


Under terms of the truce, a me- 
diation board of three members, 
one from the farmers, and a third 


to be selected by the first two, will 
be named to agree on a fair price to 
be paid farmers. 

The settlement came as violence 
and sabotage in Chicago and the 
territory for 100 miles around reach- 
ed the point of virtual civil war. 
Thousands of gallons of milk had! 
been spilled on highways, trucks 
and dairies wrecked and nine trains 
stopped and searched for milk. 
Dairymen were slugged. | 

When the embargo ended there | 
was not a drop of milk for sale in| 
Chicago stores, even families with 
small children could obtain none, 
and deliveries to hospitals and in- 
Btitutions were threatened.
